As a mere 'boy he 
manifested a deep interest in music, 
and it wns early evident that he pos- 
sessed inherent musical ability of a 
high order. His studies were directed 
chiefly along the lines of vocal music, 
and he was in those days a pupil of 
some of the best known teachers in 
tho middle west, among them being 
Prof. S. W. Straub, of Chicago. Later 
Mr. Klnsey continued the study of 
vocal music under George F. Root, 
famed 'as a writer, of music, at the 
Chicago Musical school.

Theo. P. Shonts Jumps on 


Existing Laws to Eeg- 


ulate Railroads. 


Chicago. Oct. 9.—"Until legitimate 


regulation is substituted for the phy- 
sical operation which is now author- 
ized there can be no progress in New 
York or any other state which has 
analagous laws. Rather than see this 
become general and permanent, I, as 
a railroad man, would prefer govern-j 
mental ownership and operation of 
the railroads." 


These words were uttered by Theo- 


dore P. Shonts, former president of 
the Clover Leaf railroad, late di- 
rector-general of the Panama canal, 
and now executive head of the trac- 
tion system of Now York. Mr. Shonts 
was addressing the deep waterways 
convention on the subject of trans- 
portation. 
His speech caused much 


of a sensation. 


Mr. Shonts' Address. 


Mr. Shonts said in part: 
"The widening and deepening of 


the waterways built by nature be- 
tween the lakes and the gulf has long 
ceased to be a local or sectional ques- 
tion. It has become a matter of na- 
tional and in fact, international im- 
portance on account 
of 
the effect 


which it promises to have on our com- 
merce with 
other 
countries. 
It is 


therefore entitled to the active sup- 
port of every patriot of America. The 
construction of a great inland harbor 
reaching to the gulf from the great 
lakes will not only develop the whole 
Mississippi valley until it becomes as 
great in manufacture as it is in agri- 
culture, but -will aid in the further pro- 
gress of the entire nation. 
. "I think I fairly represent the gen- 
eral sentiment of their oiTicers when. I 
say' that the railroads of the country 
lo not look upon your enterprise with 
mfriendly eyes—because we realize 
lhat this work finished will make it 
possible, and nothing else short of the 
expenditure 
o£ appalling sums of 


money could, for us to handle the com- 
merce which is certain to follow the 
return of the firm establishment of na- 
tional prosperity." 


One Great Obstacle. 


Mr. Shonts declared that the great- 


est obstacle that the steam railroads 
have to overcome, 
as 
they 
are 


permitted to operate .and expand -as_ 
the traffic of the country grows, is the 
providing o£ adequate terminals and 
the opening of this waterway would 
greatly ai:d in the solution of this 
question. He continued: 


"I think we will all agree that our 


future as a nation depends more tha.n 
any one thing on the character, ex- 
tent and cost of the service our trans' 
portation lines render and that we 
have already shown that the interests 
of the rail and -water lines are insep- 
arably linked together, so that what- 
ever injures the one will to a greater 
or less extent cripple the other." 


Mr. Shonts expressed himself ia fav- 


or o£ necessary laws which provide for 
regulation, of railroads and then dis- 
cussed the idea of physical operation 
of railroads by commissions. 


Danger Lies In the Law. 


"Therein," said Mr. Saonts, "lies 


the greatest danger which our coun- 
try faces today. 
The danger is not 


in the commissions as they are now 
made up, but in the law itself; in the 
fear on the part of the investors in 
railroad securities that the manage- 
ment of their properties will be tak- 
en out of the trained hands which now 
direct them • and placed in charge of 
men who know nothing about railroad 
operation and have no financial re- 
sponsibility and are accountable to no 
one but the man who appoints them 
or to the political organization which 
procures their appointment. 
Rail- 


roads have no business in politics, but 
if the present tendency is not checked 
they will ultimately be thrown into 
the hands o£ the politicians and be- 
come their prey. 
It is the principle 


of the operation of railroads by com- 
missions which we are all interested 
in just now and I insist that it is a 
grevic-us and vicious wrong, that it 
amounts in the end to confiscation of 
property without due process of law 
and that it is filled not with probabil- 
ities but with certainties of evil and 
that it is wholly un-American and a 
violation of the first principles of free 
government." 


Mr. Shonts declared because of hos- 


tile legislation and fear of owners of 
railroad securities that they will not 
be allowed to manage their own prop- 
erties, the railroad development of the 
country is at a complete standstill and 


i he further said .that there can be no 


i return of prosperity that will stay 


with us until the railroads are fairly 
treated. 


Mr. Shosts spoke of the practical 


operation of transportation lines by 
commission in New York state, nnd 
told of the broad powers that it has 
State regulation under such a statute, 
he said, is in effect state prohibition 
of new enterprise and state operation 
of existing railroads. 


"What is the result?" he asked. 


"Transportation development in New 
York Is not paralyzed—it 
is 
dead. 


This is not because of anything that 
the men who now constitute the com- 
missions have done: they have been 
prudent careful and honest, nut the 
menace is in the law. We don't' know 
who the nest commission will be or 
what, it will do. Until legitimate reg- 
ulation is substituted for the physical 
operation which is now 
authorized.

without peeling nine quarts tomatoes, not too ripe. Pack in a large 
porcelain kettle, draining off as much of the clear juice as possible. 
Add to the tomatoes four tablespoonfuls salt, two of allspice, one 
of cinnamon, three-quarters of a tablespoonful cloves, a teaspoonful 
black pepper and a half teaspoonful cayenne. Pour over all three 
cups good vinegar. 
Cover the kettle and simmer gently on the back 


of the stove for three or four hours, not allowing It to stop sim- 
mering. Take from the fire and let the catsup cool in the kettle. 
When cold strain and bottle, sealing closely.

•will be played at the West Side park, 
and 'then the scene will again shift to 
Detroit where the Tuesday and Wednes- 
day somes will be decided. On Thursday 
the sixth game Is scheduled for the west 
»ide. The place of playing the seventh 
game, If necessary, will be decided later 
by the national commission. 
The national commission—consisting of 
Chairman Garry Herrmann of Cincinnati, 
Ban Johnson, president of the American 
league, an'd Harry C. Pulllam, president 
of the,National league—met In Cincinnati 
yesterday and arranged all the details 
for the series which will decide the best 
team'in baseball: The commission was in 
session while the Cubs-Giants game was 
being'played in New Tork. As soon as it 
was known the. Cubs had again won the 
National league pennant the schedule was 
announced. 
Following the new rule the commission 
appointed four umpires 
to 
handle the 


• series. 
President Johnson named Jack 
Sheridan,and Tommy

Fanners Will Realize From 


Quality What Quantity 


Fails to Give. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Oct. 8.—Indiana 


may not have a "bumper" crop of corn 
this year, but the quality of the cereal 
is so much better than last year that 
the farmers will be gainers when 
they make comparisons. 


The crop last year was estimated at 


150,000,000 bushels, but much of It 
was unmerchantable or was poor feed 
for live stock, because It had not ma- 
tured at frost time. Early freezing 
in many localities made the cereal 
soft and practically valueless. 


The crop this year may not exceed 


120.000.000 bushels, but most of it is 
of high grade—well formed kernals 
almost as hard as flint—and little of 
it. except in the nort:<;rn counties on 
farms reclaimed from marshes and on 
bottom lands, was destroyed-by frost. 
These statements are based on re- 
ports from correspondents of the In- 
dianapolis News on the corn growing 
counties and are the 
consensus of 


opinion of leading farmers and grain 
dealers. 


The estimates of yield given by the 


correspondents are borne out In the 
main by the statistics complied by 
Mary Stubbs Moore, who obtained her 
estimates from assessors and other re- 
liable sources ot Information. 
The 


state statisticians figures show the 
crop this year to bo short In acreage, 
average yield and total production as 
compared with 1907. 


Last year there were 4,025,506 acres 


under cultivation as compared with 
3,884,980 acres this year; the average 
yield was 37.39 bushels, as compared 
with 30.9S bushels, the estimate in 
1908, 
and the total production was 


150,502,420 bushels, as compared with 
120,394,902 bushels, this year's esti- 
mate. 


Benton was this year the banner 


corn county of tho state. With 99,258 
acres and an estimated average yield i | 
of 32.35 bushels, tho total production 
was 3,211,840 bushels. 


The largest average yield was in 


Tipton county, where 48,477 acres, it ] 
is 
estimated, 
produced 
1,795,238 


bushels, or an average to the acre of 
44.35 bushels. 


The estimate gives Allen county a 


yield of 1,479,750 bushels.
